MEETING OF FILIPINO CONGRESS, 


Capt. Grant’s Expedition Is Cheered 
by Natives on Arriving at Maca- 
bebe—Attack on Americans 

at San Fernando. 


Manila, May 11.—Reports received 
from the insurgent line which, how- 
ever, have not been confirmed, say that 
a meeting of the Filipino congress has 
been held at San Isidro. There was no 
quorum present, but in spite of this 
fact some business was. _transacted. 
The reports add ‘that ‘although those 
who attended were mostly partisans of 


Aguinaldo, a strong. desire for “peace 


was expressed. 
Pleases the President. 
Hot Springs, Va., May 11.—President 
McKinley was given the news from Ma- 
nila reporting the failure of the Fili- 


-pino congress to act on the cessation 


of war through a lack of a quorum, but 
showing a strong peace tendency, just 
as he was retiring for the night. 
information was most pleasing to him, 
Secretary Gage, though he did not ex- 
press himself, showed by his smile and 
brightened countenance that he shared 
the president’s feelings. 
Cheered by Filipinos. 

Manila, May 11. — The army “tin- 
clad” gunboats, Laguna de Bay and 
Cavedonga, under command of Capt. 
Grant, steamed up the Rio Grande to 
Calumpit Wednesday, clearing the en- 
tire country of rebels from the bay up- 
ward. : 

When the vessels reached Macabebe. 
about a thousand of the inhabitants of 
the place assembled upon the banks of 
the river, cheering the expedition lust- 
ily. » Capt. Grant was given an ovation 
when he went ashore. 

Many of the Macabebes expressed 
themselves as being anxious to enter 
the service of the American navy for 
the campaign against the Tagals. The 
United States transports Puebla and 
Pennsylvania sailed for home Wednes- 
day by way of Nagasaki. The trans- 
ports Charles Nelson and Cleveland will 
leave on Thursday or Friday. 

Attacks Americans While Drunk. 

Manila, May 11.—The Filipinos of 
Gen. Mascardo’s army, inspired by wine 
taken from the storehouses of Ba- 
corlor and by the general’s oratory, on 
Monday evening attacked San Fernan- 
do. There was tremendous yelling and 
a great expenditure of cartridges by 
the rebels, but very little result. Gen. 
Mascardo holds the outskirts of Bacor- 
lor west of the railroad. In front of 
his positipns are the Kansas and Mon- 
tana regiments, which occupy trenches 
that the Filipinos built in anticipation 
of an attack from the direction of the 
pea. 

During the aaa of Monday Gen. 
Mascardo, with a large retinue of ofti- 
cers, <= along the lines, frequently 
stopping to harangue his warriors. At 
dusk a detachment of rebels rushed to- 
wards the outposts of the Montana reg- 


‘iment, but were met by a hot fire from 


the Montana regiment’s line. 
Trenches Save Americans, 

The insurgents, from trenches nearly 
three miles long, responded. After an 
hour’s firing, during which one private 
soldier of the Montana regiment was 
wounded, the insurgents subsided, al- 
though they kept up a scattering 
fire throughout the night. Prisoners 
brought into the American lines said 
that Gen. Mascardo distributed barrels 
of wine among his soldiers, telling them 


that he expected to capture the city of |

loss, the bullets falling thick about 
them during the engagement.

Strong Force at Bacolor. 

Manila, May 11.—Filipino riflemen to 
the number of 8,000 are entrenched on 
three sides of Bacolor. The Americans, 
however, are fully able to hold the city, 
if Monday’s attack was a specimen of 
the enemy’s fighting ability.

Georgia Doctor, His Three Children 
and an Aged Housekeeper 
Burned to Death. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 11.—Dr. L. 
P. Bagwell, a leading physician and 
druggist of Spring Place, a village in 
Murray county, Ga., with his three 
children, aged ten, eight and four years, 
and an aged woman who did housekeep- 
ing duties, were burned to death in a 
fire that consumed their home at four 
o’clock Wednesday morning. The resi- 
dence was just outside of the little 
town, and parties arriving after the 
alarm had been given saw Dr. Bagwell 
with his three children in his arms mak- 
ing his way amid the smoke and blaze 
to a front window. Before he reached 
the window, however, he was overcome 
with the heat and smoke and fell, cov- 
ered with the burning debris. Two 
were not 
learned were boarding with Dr. Bag. 
well, and they barely escaped, both be- 
ing horribly burned, and it is feared 
they will die. 


A SWEEPING MEASURE. 


The Michigan Senate Passes a Bill 
Which Will Bar Trusts from 
the State. 


Lansing, Mich., May 11.—A bill passed 
the senate Wednesday practically shut- 
ting trusts out of Michigan, and its 
friends claim votes enough in the house 
to pass it. It prevents trusts and mo- 
nopolies of capital, skill or arts from 
creating or carrying out restrictions 
in trade or commerce, from limiting or 
reducing production or increase, from 
reducing the price of merchandise or 
any commodity or from fixing any 
standard or figure whereby the price to 
the public consumer of any article or 
commodity of merchandise shall be in 
any manner controlled or established. 
In addition to criminakand civil penal- 
ties provided, any person injured in his 
business by a trust may sue and recover 
twofold the damages sustained. 


Delegates Reach London. 

London, May 11.—Capt. Alfred T. 
Mahan, United States navy, retired, and 
Seth Low, president of Columbia uni- 
versity, New York, delegates of the 
United States to the disarmament con- 
gress which meets in The Hague on 
May 18, reached this city Wednesday, 
with their assistants. All of the party 
are in excellent health, and report that 
they greatly enjoyed their trip from 
the United States. They will start for 
The Hague on Tuesday of next week.

TEN THOUSAND MARCH IN PARADE, 


Great Audience Addressed by Gen. 
Gordon — Mrs. Jefferson Davis 
Cheered — Discussion of 
Resolutions, 


t 


Charleston, S. C., May 11. — Every 
steam whistle in this historie city 
and ali tlie church and fire bells gave 
emphatic announcement at seven 
o’clock in the morning that the United 
Confederate Veterans’ annual reunion 
was at ‘hand. Charleston gave royal 
welcome to the 35,000 visitors and vet- 
erans and the city beamed with hos- 
pitality. |} The bells in old St. 
Michael’s chimed incessantly during 
the morning playing “My Country, ’Tis 
of Thee,” “Star Spangled Banner,” “Old 
Kentucky Home,” “My Maryland,” and 
other patriotic airs. 

The feature of the day was the pa- 
rade of the veterans, preceded by 
reunion exercises at the new auditori- 
um. Ten- thousand old veterans were 
in line when the parade moved, shortly 
before three o’clock. ~ 

The divisions_in each department 
were arranged in the order of the dates 
of secession, followed by those which 
did not leave the union, placed in the 
order of their joining the United Con- 
federate Veterans. 

Hugged by Gen. Gordon. 

At the auditorium the vast audience 
went wild with enthusiasm. Hats were 
thrown into the air and the band 
played “Dixie” furiously. Every sen- 
tence of Gen. Gordon’s speech was ap- 
plauded. He was in excellent voice and 
on fire with enthusiasm and patriotism. 

It was several minutes after he had 
taken his seat before quiet could be re- 
stored. When order was secured Gen. 
Gordon said: 

“I want every comrade to stand and 
sing ‘Praise God from Whom All Bless- 
ings Flow.’ Mrs. Jefferson Davis was in- 
troduced by Gen. Gordon as the one 
whom Jefferson Davis loved better than 
the confederacy and better than his 
own life. As Mrs. Davis stepped to the 
platform the veterans went wild with 
enthusiasm. 

“T am going to shake her hand, com- 
rades,” cried Gen. Gordon. “I am go- 
ing to hug her,” and he caught Mrs. 
Stonewall Jackson in his arms, instead 
of Mrs. Davis, and pressed her to his 
bosom, 

Resolutions on Confederate Dead, 


Thé following resolution by Gen. 
Stephen D. Lee, of Mississippi, precipi- 
tated a heated discussion: 


“Whereas, in Atlanta, Ga., December 20, 
1898, the president of the United States of 
America gave utterance to the sentiment: 
‘That the time has come when the United 


States shorild share in caring for the graves } 


of the confederate dead,’ and, 

“Whereas, this utterance of the chief ex- 
ecutive of the nation demands from us, 
the survivors of our dead comrades in 
arms, a frank and generous response to so 
lofty and magnanimous sentiment, there- 
fore be it, 

“Resolved, by the United Confederate 
Veterans, in annual convocation assembled, 
that in this act of President McKinley, 
and in its reception by our brethren of 
the north, we recognize authoritative evi- 
dence that we are again a united people 
and one in determination to exhibit to the 
world the gentler as well as the sterner 
traits of American character, and that 
we. accept the statement of our chief ex- 
ecutive in the spirit in which it was made, 
believing that such legislation by the gen- 
eral government as he has suggested would 
show clearly the advance that the Amer- 
ican people have achieved in those higher 
virtues that adorn a great nation.” 


A motion was made to adopt the re- 
port, but Dr. J. William Jones, of Vir- 
ginia, moved as ån amendment to refer 


| it to the committee on resolutions.

Grant, steamed up the Rio Grande to 
Calumpit Wednesday, clearing the en- 
tire country of rebels from the bay up- 
ward. | . 

When the vessels reached Macabebe. 
about a thousand of the inhabitants of 
the place assembled upon the banks of 
the river, cheering the expedition lust- 
ily. » Capt. Grant was given an ovation 
when he went ashore. 

Many of the Macabebes expressed 
themselves as being anxious to enter 
the service of the American navy for 
the campaign against the Tagals. The 
United States transports Puebla and 
Pennsylvania sailed for home Wednes- 
day by way of Nagasaki. The trans- 
ports Charles Nelson and Cleveland will 
leave on Thursday or Friday. 

Attacks Americans While Drunk. 

Manila, May 11.—The Filipinos of 
Gen. Mascardo’s army, inspired by wine 
taken from the storehouses of Ba- 
corlor and by the general’s oratory, on 
Monday evening attacked San Fernan- 
do. There was tremendous yelling and 
a great expenditure of cartridges by 
the rebels, but very little result. Gen. 
Mascardo holds the outskirts of Bacor- 
lor west of the railroad. In front of 
his positipns are the Kansas and Mon- 
tana regiments, which occupy trenches 
that the Filipinos built in anticipation 
of an attack from the direction of the 
sea. 

During the afternoon of Monday Gen. 
Mascardo, with a large retinue of ofti- 
cers, rode along the lines, frequently 
stopping to harangue his warriors. At 
dusk a detachment of rebels rushed to- 
wards the outposts of the Montana reg- 


‘iment, but were met by a hot fire from 


the Montana regiment’s line. ; 
Trenches Save Americans, 
The insurgents, from trenches nearly 
three miles long, responded. After an 
hour’s firing, during which one private 
soldier of the Montana regiment was 
wounded, the insurgents subsided, al- 
though they kept up a scattering 
fire throughout the night. Prisoners 
brought into the American lines said 
that Gen. Mascardo distributed barrels 
of wine among his soldiers, telling them 
that he expected to capture the city of 
San Fernando. The trenches undoubt- 
edly saved the Americans from heavy 
loss, the bullets falling thick about 
them during the engagement. 
Gen. Luna Massing His Army. 


Gen. Luna is massing his army east- 


of the railway, bringing up troops by 
trainloads in sight of the American 
lines. The country between San Fer- 
nando and Calumpit is filling up with 
natives, who profess great friendship 
towards the Americans, but _ who are 
suspected by many of sympathy with 
the insurrection. 

A Filipino connected with the Ameri- 
can hospital corps was killed, it is sup- 
posed by Amigos. ‘ 

Strong Force at Bacolor. 

Manila, May 11.—Filipino riflemen to 
the number of 8,000 are entrenched on 
three sides of Bacolor. The Americans, 
however, are fully able to hold the city, 
if Monday’s attack was a specimen of 
the enemy’s fighting ability. 

Maj. Gen. MacArthur will probably 
remain at San Fernando until fresh 
troops can be forwarded to him from 
this city to replace some of the volun- 
teers who have become exhausted from 
the long campaign.

VICTIMS OF FLAMES. 


Georgia Doctor, His Three Children 
and an Aged Housekeeper 
Burned to Death.

A SWEEPING MEASURE. 


The Michigan Senate Passes a Bill 
Which Will Bar Trusts from 
the State. 


Lansing, Mich., May 11.—A bill passed 
the senate Wednesday practically shut- 
ting trusts out of Michigan, and its 
friends claim votes enough in the house 
to pass it. It prevents trusts and mo- 
nopolies of capital, skill or arts from 
creating or carrying out restrictions 
in trade or commerce, from limiting or 
reducing production or increase, from 
reducing the price of merchandise or 
any commodity or from fixing any 
standard or figure whereby the price to 
the public consumer of any article or 
commodity of merchandise shall be in 
any manner controlled or established. 
In addition to criminakand civil penal- 
ties provided, any person injured in his 
business by a trust may sue and recover 
twofold the damages sustained. 


Delegates Reach London. 

London, May 11.—Capt. Alfred T. 
Mahan, United States navy, retired, and 
Seth Low, president of Columbia uni- 
versity, New York, delegates of the 
United States to the disarmament con- 
gress which meets in The Hague on 
May 18, reached this city Wednesday, 
with their assistants. All of the party 
are in excellent health, and report that 
they greatly enjoyed their trip from 
the United States.

Great Britain and the United States 
would join in a proposition for interna- 
tional arbitration.

Hats were 
thrown into the air and the band 
played “Dixie” furiously. Every sen- 
tence of Gen. Gordon’s speech was ap- 
plauded. He was in excellent voice and 
on fire with enthusiasm and patriotism. 

It was several minutes after he had 
taken his seat before quiet could be re- 
stored. When order was secured Gen. 
Gordon said: 

“I want every comrade to stand and 
sing ‘Praise God from Whom All Bless- 
ings Flow.’ Mrs. Jefferson Davis was in- 
troduced by Gen. Gordon as the one 
whom Jefferson Davis loved better than 
the confederacy and better than his 
own life. As Mrs. Davis stepped to the 
platform the veterans went wild with 
enthusiasm. 

“I am going to shake her hand, com- 
rades,” cried Gen. Gordon. “I am go- 
ing to hug her,” and he caught Mrs. 
Stonewall Jackson in his arms, instead 
of Mrs. Davis, and pressed her to his 
bosom, 


Resolutions on Confederate Dead, 

Thé following resolution by Gen. 
Stephen D. Lee, of Mississippi, precipi- 
tated a heated discussion: 

“Whereas, in Atlanta, Ga., December 20, 
1898, the president of the United States of 
America gave utterance to the sentiment: 
‘That the time has come when the United 
States shorild share in caring for the graves 
of the confederate dead,’ and, 

“Whereas, this utterance of the chief ex- 
ecutive of the nation demands from us, 
the survivors of our dead comrades in 
arms, a frank and generous response to so 
lofty and magnanimous sentiment, there- 
fore be it, ; 

“Resolved, by the United Confederat 
Veterans, in annual convocation assembled, 
that in this act of President McKinley, 
and in its reception by our brethren of 
the north, we recognize authoritative evi- 
dence that we are again a united people 
and one in determination to exhibit to the 
world the gentler as well as the sterner 
traits of American character, and that 
we. accept the statement of our chief ex- 
ecutive in the spirit in which it was made, 
believing that such legislation by the gen- 
eral government as he has suggested would 
show clearly the advance that the Amer- 
ican people have achieved in those higher 
virtues that adorn a great nation.” 

A motion was made to adopt the re- 
port, but Dr. J. William Jones, of Vir- 
ginia, moved as ån amendment to refer 
it to the committee on resolutions. 

J. M. Bushee, of North Carolina, made 
a spirited speech in which he declared 
the line was indelibly drawn between 
the graves of the north and south. “The 
federal government can decorate the 
graves of the north, but the graves of 
the southern heroes are in the keeping 
of other hands,” he shouted, waving his 
hands to the boxes which were filled 
with ladies. A heated and at times bit- 
ter discussion followed. The amend- 
ment was finally carried and the resolu- 
tions were referred.

Depositors Will Not Lose. 

Denver, Col., May 11.—Under a de- 
cision given by Judge Butler, in the dis- 
trict court, depositors of the People’s 
savings bank, which failed in 1893, will 
recover all the-money they had on de- 
posit at the time of the bank’s failure. 
A judgment of $125,000 was given in a 
suit against the stockholders of the 
bank for their liability, according to 
the laws of the state, in double the 
amount of par value of the stock they 
held in the bank. The court also gave 
a judgment for about $500,000 in favor 
of the savings bank against the People’s 
national bank, 


Broom Corn Prices Advanced. 
Tuscola, Ill., May 11.—At a meeting

THE GREAT $20,000 COREY CASE IS NOW 
IN PROGRESS. 


The great $20,000 damage suit of Miss 
Ratiie E. Corey vs. the City òf Ann Ar- 
bor was commenced this afternoon. 

It was the intention all along for the 
plaintiff?’ s attorneys, Messrs. Lehman & 


Stivers, to bring their client into court 
on her bed, which wouid! indeed have 


made a novel sight ‘considering the sur-| 


roundings. Said Mr. Stivers this morn- 
ing: “That was our intention, but we | 
have taken the advice of her physician, 
who says it would be extremely danger- 
ous for her to be mioved. We will, in 
consequence, be obliged to-go to her 
home and take her deposition and thea 
read it to the jury.” This will be done 
tomorrow morning at 9 o’clock. 

It is not unlikely that the: attorneys 
for the city, Lawrence & Butterfield and | 
E. B. Norris, will make a motion during | 
the trial that the cause be taken away 
from the jury and a verdict directed 
for the city on the ground that the city | 
is not liable. — 

The claim of the plaintiff for damages 
is based upon the following, which was 
Attorney Lehman’s gage to 
jury: 

“The plaintiff, Miss Ratie E. Corey, 
was for some time previous to the date 
of the accident, Feb. 4,189, living with 
her father and mother at 318 William st. 
She made her living by dressmaking | 
and had a large business. She was so 
busy up to the time of her injury that 
she had hardly been ‘out of her working 
room for some tim'e. It will appear that 
on the afternoon she was doing some 
sewing for Mrs. Glen V. Mills and was 
called up by telephone and was asked if | 
she could not deliver some article. As 
the day was pleasant she started out in 
an easterly direction. 
Mrs. Mills at home, so she strolled about 
for exercise. Later in the evening she 
had occasion to go down town. It will. 
appear that betiween the first and sec- 
ond house west of where she lived there | 
was a hydrant. Between the houses 
the ground had been dug up, and this 
left a ridge which prevented the water 
from flowing down the yard but forced 
it out on the sidewalk. The sidewalk . 
slants westerly and the water coming 
from the hydrant would be forced to` 
flow down the sidewalk in a westerly | 
direction. On each side of the walk had ` 
been placed a scantling, which prevent- 

ed the water from flowing off the walk. 
As Miss Corey came out and wes walk- 
ing along, she fell on her back and head | 
and sustained severe injuries, She got 
balck to her house by her own efforts. 
Finally she sent for a doctor, who told

‘her that she had concussion of 
spine. Afterwards 
was sent for. Very soon Miss Corey had 
to take to her cot, and has been there 
ever since. She cannot even come to 
| the court room.

AN -ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN 

Ordinance entitled “An Ordinance 
Relative to Street Railways,’ passed 
‘August 13, 1888, by adding thereto a sec- 
tion to be known as Section Tlwenty- 
tive, ` 

The Common Council of the City of 
‘Ann Arbor ordain: 

section 1. That an ordinance of the 
City of Ann Arbor, entitled ‘An Ordi- 
nance Relative to Street Railways,’ be 
and the same is hereby amended by 
adding thereto a section to be known 
as section number twenty-five. 

Section 25. Any comipany or corpora- 
tion operating a street railway under 
the power herein granted, shall at all 
times, from the first ‘day of April to the 
first day’ of November in each year, 
cause that portion of all streets over 
‘Which its cars are operated, to be 
sprinkled with water betiween the rails 
and for ten feet on each side of its track 
to such an-extent to lay the dust, pro- 
vided, that said corporation shall be 
liable to the city of Ann Arbor in the 
penal sum of fifty dollars and costs of 
suit, for each day or part of a day
